WILMINGTON - Shortly after 3:30 PM Wednesday 
Wilmington Police responded to the Wilmington Commuter 
Rail station following reports of an armed man on or near 
the train tracks. 

At the scene at least five marked cruisers, two to three 
unmarked cars, and three ambulances responded to the 
scene at the intersection of Rt 38 and Rt 62 (Middlesex Ave 
and Main Street). At least a dozen uniformed police officers 
and at least six emergency medical technicians and para- 
medics were also on the scene. 

The suspect allegedly had a knife or other weapon. One 
photo shows the suspect with a very large knife or long, 
straight weapon. 

Tew babar ye Police responded with at least two cruisers and

with tasers to subdue suspect. Tewksbury Police confirmed 
that all officers are qualified on tasers and that most in 
department carry them. 

Reports from the scene indicate the the suspect was sub- 
dued via taser. He was handcuffed and ambulatory and 
escorted by two officers to a waiting ambulance where he 
was transported to an area hospital. 

The Town Crier received reports that two other people sus- 
tained injuries in the standoff. Advanced life support was 
called to the scene. Patients were transported to Mass 
General Hospital, Lahey Medical Center in Burlington, and 
another to Winchester Hospital. 

As of 5 PM, reports that a Wilmington Police Officer was 
injured have not been confirmed. 

The incident caused delays on the Lowell Commuter Rail 
line. The line was back on time by 5:30PM.

Wilmington Police 
Lieutenant Brian Pupa 
told the Town Crier that an 
employee, a member of the 
cleaning staff, called 
police around 6:30 Tuesday 
morning after observing 
signs of a break-in. ==> 

The perpetrators gained 
entry to the restaurant 
through a rear door of the 
facility and proceeded to 
break into the safe. The 
contents of the safe were 
stolen, including an under- 
mined amount of cash. 
Pupa said no other damage 
related to the break-in was 
reported. 

Due to the crime scene 
investigation, the restau- 
rant was unable to open for 
lunch, however the restau- 
rant reopened at 4PM. 

The investigation 
remains ongoing. Anyone 
with any knowledge of the 
break-in or who may have 
seen something is encour- 
aged to contact 
Wilmington Police at the 
non-emergency number:

WILMINGTON - An 
Informational Meeting on 
the Kinder Morgan pipeline 
was held on January 15th at 
the Wilmington Public 
Library, and sponsored by 
the Wilmington Pipeline 
Awareness Group. Frank 
Gullotto of 
Wilmington/North Reading 
Pipeline Awareness began 
the meeting with an update 
on the proposal by 
Tennessee Gas Pipeline and 
Kinder Morgan to install a 
20 inch high pressure trans- 
mission pipeline (a _trans- 
port line) from Dracut 


and other towns purportedly 
ending in Lynnfield however 
Danvers has recently been 
added to the mix. 

There were about 100 resi- 
dents present, including 
some from neighboring 
towns. Rich Cowan from 
Dracut Pipeline Awareness 
began the presentation 
along with moderator Claire 
Miller, State Director for 
Toxics Action Center, an 
organization geared toward 
helping citizens to organize 
positive strategies and to 
understand ways to work in 
order to protect the heaith of 
their communities. 

Cowan provided a detailed 


focusing on the Lynnfield 
Lateral Segment. The trans- 
mission line, a branch of the 
main trunk of the existing 
pipeline, is. expected to 
impact wells and wetlands, 
and thousands of trees will 
be permanently removed 
from conservation land. 
Cowan also warned that if 
the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission 
(FERC) approves the pro- 
posal, and subsequently 
issues certification, Kinder 
Morgan will be given emi- 
nent domain. In aeeae terms,

No plea deal likely in 
Boston Marathon bombing case

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The focus of the Boston 
Marathon bombing trial fig- 
ures to be as much on what 
punishment Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev could face as on 
his responsibility for the 
attack. 

With testimony expected to 
start later this month, fol- 
lowing a laborious jury 
selection process, the 
Justice Department has 
given no indication it is open 
to any proposal from the 
defense to spare Tsarnaev's 
life, pushing instead toward 
a trial that could result in a 
death sentence for the 21- 
year-old defendant. 

In a deadly terror case that 
killed four people, including 
a child and an MIT police 
officer, and jolted the city, 
there may be little incentive 
for prosecutors who believe 
they have incontrovertible 
evidence to negotiate away 
their ability to seek the max- 
imum penalty possible. 

"There would be now, in 
my judgment, no reason for

the government to reverse 
course and not let 12 citizens 
decide if the death penalty is 
appropriate," said Larry 
Mackey, a former Justice 
Department prosecutor 
involved in the case of 
Oklahoma City bomber 
Timothy McVeigh, who was 
executed in 2001. 

The prospect of a death 
sentence, a rare punishment 
in the federal system, raises 
the stakes of a trial that will 
revisit in gory detail the 2013 
attack that also injured 
more than 260. Should the 
jury find Tsarnaev guilty, it 
would then decide in a sepa- 
rate penalty phase whether 
he should be sentenced to 
death. Jury selection is 
underway and the judge has 
said he hopes to begin testi- 
mony on Jan. 26. However, 
that process is slow - review- 
ing less than 40 jurors a day 
of a pool of more than 1,300. 

Only three federal inmates, 
including McVeigh, have 
been put to death since 2001. 
Recent botched executions 
at the state level have 
placed the practice under 
scrutiny, with President 
Barack Obama directing the 
Justice Department last 
year to investigate how the 
death penalty is applied 
across the nation. 

Despite his own personal 
reservations about the death 
penalty, Attorney General 
Eric Holder says the govern- 
ment is committed to seek- 
ing that punishment for 
Tsarnaev. Prosecutors have 


cited factors including a 
"lack of remorse," the evi- 
dent premeditation involved 
in the attack and allegations 
that Tsarnaev also killed an 
MIT police officer after the 
bombing that left an 8-year- 
old boy dead. 

"The nature of the conduct 
at issue and the resultant 
harm compel this decision," 
Holder said in a statement 
last January. 

There has been no indica- 
tion the government has 
wavered in that decision, 
even though one of 
Tsarnaev's lawyers, Judy 
Clarke, has gotten prosecu- 
tors to spare the lives of 
multiple high-profile killers, 
including Unabomber Ted 
Kaczynski, Olympic Park 
bomber Eric Rudolph, and 
Jared Loughner, who killed 
six people and wounded for- 
mer U.S. Rep. Gabrielle 
Giffords. 

But there's also no predict- 
ing how a trial will play out, 
including whether a convic- 
tion would result in a death 
sentence — particularly in 
liberal Massachusetts, 
which abolished its state 
death penalty in 1984. In a 
bid to save his life, defense 
lawyers may hope to cast 
Tsarnaev as an impression- 
able young man pressured 
into participating in the 
attack by his older brother, 
Tamerlan, who died after a 
firefight with police days 
after the bombing. 

Gerald Zerkin, a Virginia 
defense lawyer who repre- 
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sented Sept. 11 conspirator 
Zacarias Moussaoui, wlio i is 
now serving a life sehténce,

1-93 Protesters 


As a member of the press (and as an American), I 
believe in free speech, freedom of assembly, and free- 
dom to be a knucklehead. But, unlike the protesters last 
week blocking traffic on I-93 in Medford and Milton, I 
also believe that actions have consequences. 

I’m not sure about the planning process employed by 
these young (and some not-so-young) people, but I was 
glad to see them planning ahead by wearing adult dia- 
pers. I’ll bet at least one of them was a scout. I’m not 
sure if there is a social disruptor badge, but, if so, I’m 
pretty sure they forgot some key elements - like ‘do no 
harm’ and ‘common sense’ 

According to media reports, a number of these protest- 
ers still live with their parents and, clearly, aren’t trou- 
bled by the number of people late to work, who couldn’t 
go to work at all (and lost income), or the public safety 
impacts of their actions. Ambulances were diverted and 
delayed across the region. Patients and health care 
providers on their way to Boston area hospitals for 
scheduled procedures had to reschedule. The protesters 
are lucky no one died due to their actions. 

Ah, to be young and irresponsible. Of course, a few pro- 
testers were in their thirties and forties, so, hope springs 
eternal that age is certainly not a determining factor in 
maturity. 


Budget Deficit 


. Governor Baker announced this week that his adminis- 
tration discovered the budget deficit created under the 
Patrick administration is more than twice as large as 
previously announced. 

_ A little history here: Patrick didn’t bother to announce 
the. budget shortfall untilvafter the gubernatorial election 
in November - something of a critical omission that vot- 
ers should have known about. Two days after the election 
he announced the gap at $325 million. Third party esti- 
mates were much higher, and much closer to the $765 
million shortfall Baker announced yesterday. 

Patrick called for legislative action, and no shocker 
here, nothing got done. Patrick made some unilateral 
euts, but the $765M deficit is what remains after those 
previous efforts (that cut roughly $252M). 

So, why the shortfall? Well, the income tax rate went 
down in January (yes, this month) from 5.2 percent to 
5.15 percent, but the budget passed last year didn’t 
account for the projected revenue loss and/or the 
increased costs for state employee benefits and retire- 
ment costs. Bottom line - poor planning. 

Since the cuts come in the middle of a fiscal year, solv- 
ing them will hurt more, since there is less time to 
spread out the cuts. Baker has promised not to touch 
local aid to towns, affecting education (Chapter 70) and 
road expenditures (Chapter 90) primarily. But with a 
hole that big to close, the impacts will be felt across the 
Commonwealth. 

In a demonstration of class not often seen at the feder- 
al level, Baker isn’t blaming the Patrick administration 
or the legislature for leaving him with this festering 
budget problem. He’s not blaming anyone, but his admin- 
istration is vowing to solve the problem. 

Not revealing the deficit before the election, and taking 
proactive action on a large scale in the early fall - when 
the cuts would have been spread out over more time - 
was an egregious error by the Patrick administration, 
one borne out of negligence and an abdication of execu- 
tive responsibility. How refreshing to see responsibility 
and proactive action on Beacon Hill.

ith the 114th Congress just underway, the political 
world is focused intently on the road ahead. Taxes, 


trade, immigration, climate change, job creation, 
the Affordable Care Act there’s a long list of issues and one 
burning question: whether a Republican Congress and a 
Democratic President can find common ground. 

Yet before we get worked up about what’s to come, we need 
to take a hard look at the Congress that just ended and ask 
a different question: Why was it such an abject failure? 

Let’s start with a basic number. According to the Library 
of Congress, 296 bills were passed by the 113th Congress and 
signed by the President. Just for comparison’s sake, the “do- 
nothing Congress” of 1947-48 got 906 bills through. The 
Financial Times called this most recent version “the least 
productive Congress in modern U.S. history.” The only sil- 
ver lining was that the cost of running Congress was down 
11 percent. 

Congress failed most spectacularly on the basics. Not one 
of the dozen annual appropriations bills passed, while the 
budget resolution, which is supposed to set overall fiscal pol- 
icy, never even got to a vote. In both houses, the leaders did 
what they could to make the legislative body of the world’s 
greatest democracy as undemocratic as possible. Senate 
Democratic Majority Leader Harry Reid used legislative 
maneuvers to block amendments more often during his time 
as majority leader than any of his five predecessors. In the 
House, Republican leaders used so-called “closed rules,” 
which prohibit amendments, a record number of times. Both 
approaches denied by legislative device the opportunity for 
Congress to work its will. 

When Congress did legislate, it did so in the worst possible 
way — by using an “omnibus” spending bill into which it 
crammed everything it could manage. The bill was put 
together in a single week, guaranteeing minimal study by 
the members of Congress who voted on it. Ostensibly meant 
to fund the government through September, it contained a 
host of provisions that deserved a full airing. 

Instead, with virtually no public debate, Congress multi- 
plied the amount of money that wealthy donors can give to 
the political parties; loosened regulations on Wall Street; cut 
funding for the Environmental Protection Agency, forcing it 
to its lowest staffing level in over two decades; and hacked 
funding for the IRS. This last measure, a gift to tax cheats, 
was an especially egregious assault on ordinary taxpayers, 
who will now be asked to foot a bill that robust enforcement 
of the tax laws would have spared them. 

Congress’s reliance on omnibus bills, which are written in 
secret, has had a variety of pernicious effects. The proce- 
dure violates every rule of good legislative process, denying 
transparency and accountability. It allows Capitol Hill to 
curry favor with all sorts of special interests but no public 
reckoning. It forces — or allows — members to vote for pro- 
visions that would have had little chance of surviving on 
their own. And it puts enormous power in the hands of the 
leadership of both parties — not least because lobbyists 
have come to understand that they need to have a represen- 
tative in the room where the omnibus is crafted, and there- 
fore they focus money and attention on leaders. 

The last Congress maintained one other lamentable trend: 
it took “oversight” to mean injecting its investigations with

excessive partisanship — Benghazi, the IRS’s examination 
of conservative groups, the VA’s mishandling of health’ care 
for veterans — while forgetting the crucial, ongoing ‘over 
sight of government. It allowed itself to be co-opted by thé 
intelligence community, which persuaded Congress to heg+ 
lect a public debate on massive surveillance, hacked the 
Senate’s computers, misled Congress about the nature ‘and 
extent of torture, and leaked classified details to the metlid. 

The congressional leadership is now under pressure ‘to 
show Americans that they can be successful. Let’s hope they 
consider “success” to include avoiding the bad habits of the 
past — by paying more attention to their constituents ‘than 
to special interests; enforcing their own ethics rules more 
vigorously; and most of all, following the “regular order? 
based on 200 years of legislative experience, which would 
allow the full debate and votes Congress needs to serve as-8 
true coequal branch of government. COT

Pediatrician Dr. Michelle Perro says she frequently sees 
“leaky gut” in her patients. This occurs when the foods leak 
into bloodstream, creating an antibody response. Her 
patients with leaky gut also experience food intolerance and 
food allergies. 

Michael Taylor, FDA Deputy Commissioner for Foods, is 
shown discussing food safety and nutrition as the fundamen- 
tal duties of government and FDA. The documentary also 
points out that Taylor is a former attorney for Monsanto, the 
company at the helm of GMO production. 

Smith shows documents which allege that in 1992 the FDA 
did not find any differences between GMO and non-GMO 
food and no further testing was necessary. An eventual 
lawsuit against the FDA showed more than 44,000 docu- 
ments stating otherwise; scientists did not just find GMO 
different but dangerous and the request for long-term stud- 

ies had been ignored, 

In addition to the alleged 
health threats from GMOs, 
one crop. developed by 
Monsanto called ‘Roundup 
Ready' corn allows the use 
of glyphosate-based herbi- 
cides, like Round Up, with- 
out damaging crops. 
Smith’s documentary pres- 
ents scientific findings in lab 
mice and rats that were fed 
Roundup Ready soy: low 
and premature birth weight, 
birth defects and reproduc- 
tive toxicity. Further in the 
documentary farmers dis- 
cuss livestock diets - with a 
high concentration of 
Roundup Ready crops - that 
were also causing reproduc- 
tive disorders. 

These findings suggest the 
same consequences were 
occurring in human repro- 
duction: Smith shows various

There are currently eight genetically modified food crops: 
canola, corn, cotton, Hawaiian papaya, soybean, sugar 
beets, some zucchini, yellow squash and_alfaifa. 
(Genetically modified alfalfa is fed to livestock.) A 

Food from GMO crops are present throughout the supeér- 
market, particularly in processed food: cereals, cookiés, 
candy, frozen yogurt, processed lunch meats, infant foriit- 
la, salad dressing, bread, margarine, crackers, chocolate, 
fried food, chips, ice cream, soy sauce, tomato sauce, baking 
powder, alcohol, peanut butter, enriched flour and pasta: 

Check labeling for derivatives. GMO corn for exaniple 
may be labeled as citric acid, corn fructose, corn oil, corn 
syrup, dextrose, fructose, lactic acid or monosodium glia 
mate. 

To best avoid GMOs, Smith recommends foods labia 

“organic”, “verified Non-GMO” or “Non-GMO Project” -‘the 
seal which means 3rd party verification. Ask your local 
farmers and vendors at the next Tewksbury and ai 
farmers markets about Non-GMO food. 

“If it’s grown in the United States and it does not say 

‘organic’ or ‘Non-GMO?’ it contains GMOs,” says Smith. °

®hrub: and Holt Hills, the woodland hikes, 
pavet paths, old carriage trails and board- 
walks-immerse visitors in nature and tran- 
iquility, well removed from the suburban 
‘chatter that surrounds. 
“WNbt cto be missed are the Solstice Stones 
atop, Holt Hill. Marked with compass points 
‘and equinox indicators for the seasons, the 
stones lend a primitive air to the landscape. 
‘As the highest point in Essex County, the hill 
‘ence_ provided a vantage point from which 
locals purportedly watched Charlestown 
burn -during the Revolutionary War. The 
viéw of Boston from the hill is spectacular 
and unobscured. This property was the gift 
of Mabel Ward in 1940 in memory of her hus- 
band, Charles. The Holt name came from 
the mid-seventeenth century settlement 
established there by Nicholas Holt. 

Boston Hill may be familiar to some as the

namesake of a former ski area in North 
Andover. From 1950 to the early 1990s Boston 


Hill provided a small winter and summer ski 


recreation area serving the Merrimack 
Valley. Summer skiing was achieved with 
grass mats laid on the incline, and lubri- 
cants used to help skiers race down the hill. 
The Route 114 lower side of the hill has been 
turned into housing, but the rest of the area 
is part of the Reservation and North 
Andover conservation land. Take the 
Elephant Rock trail to Elephant Rock and 
catch yet more stunning views. Look toward 
the water tower and notice the vestiges of 
one of the ski lifts. 

This reservation has one of the best signed 
trail systems we’ve encountered. While car- 
rying a trail map is strongly recommended, 
each trail head and intersection has detailed 
information on location, distance and name. 
Interpretive signs provide information on 
the ecology of the property, including expla- 
nations of controlled burned areas and veg- 
etation management practices. Another key 
feature of the Reservation is the Pine Hole 
Bog. Vegetation has built up over centuries, 
and its unique structure makes it a “quak- 
ing” bog. Defined by the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institute as wetlands that 
have grown across the surface of a shallow 
pond, the vegetation creates floating mats 
that make the bog look like it is quaking. A 
boardwalk and information panels guide vis- 
itors past cranberry, cat tails, alders and 
pepperbush among other species, both 
native and invasive.

this means they will be 
given the power to take pri- 
vate property for public use 
by a state, municipality, or 
private person or corpora- 
tion authorized to exercise 
functions of public charac- 
ter, following the payment of 
just compensation to the 
owner of that property. 

Cowan told the assembly 
that he had moved to Dracut 
as his family was growing, 
and has lived in the town for 
6 years. Earlier this year, 
Cowan was watching a 
Board of Selectmen meeting 
regarding the pipeline 
where the Board announced 
“There is nothing we can do 
about it” but Cowan begged 
to differ saying “Wait a 
minute. 
something that we can do. 
‘There are rules and regula- 
‘tions and permitting author- 
ities. There are other federal 
€ntities besides FERC. It 
turns out we do have lever- 
age,” adding that the Dracut 
Board of Selectmen has 
voted to oppose the project 
‘as of January 13th. 

“Cowan added that Kinder 
Morgan and Tennessee Gas 
are not the only companies 
vying for FERC certifica- 
tion in Massachusetts. 
Spectra Energy and other 
partners and subsidiaries 
such as Maritimes 
Northeast, Portland Natural 
Gas, and Iroquois Gas 
Transmission System, LP 
are also in the running. The 
pipeline proposed by Kinder 
Morgan is the largest, mak- 
ing Kinder Morgan perhaps 
the most formidable foe. 

‘At the January 12th Board 
of Selectmen meeting Town 
Manager Jeff Hull provided 
an update laying out how the 
pipeline could adversely 
impact Wilmington, as well 
as other towns, and the 
board it’s opposition to the 
project. 

Following a meeting on 
December 15, 2014, Public 
Works Director Michael 
Woods and Town Engineer 
Paul Alunni met with repre- 
sentatives working on behalf 
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of Kinder Morgan to conduct 
a site walk of portions of the 
proposed 2.77 mile corridor 
in Wilmington located on 
Town owned property. 

The site walk confirmed 
that the proposed path of the 
lateral would significantly 
impact very sensitive areas 
of Wilmington. Specifically, 
it is clear that the lateral 
extends through the 
Massachusetts. Department 
of Environmental 
Protection (MassDEP) des- 
ignated Zone I Area for both 
the Browns Crossing and 
Salem St. well fields. Browns 
Crossing is the most produc- 
tive of the remaining active 
well fields in Wilmington, 
and the two fields account 
for approximately 64% of 
the remaining local water 
supply. 

Resident Suzanne Sullivan 
spoke to assembly primarily 
about the impact to 
Wilmington’s water supply. 
“They will be nearly touch- 
ing the wells” she explained 
pointing to a map. I don’t 
know how they can even do 
that.” 

The proposed route of the 
natural gas pipeline is in 
close proximity to residents 
along Salem Street/Route 62 
and residents in the neigh- 
borhoods around Charlotte 
Road, Draper Drive and 
Lucaya Circle. In addition, 
Wilmington’s Harnden 
Tavern is located less than 
900 feet from the proposed 
lateral as well as identified 
vernal pools 

Hull stated in a letter to the 
Board that “Construction of 
the gas pipeline and perpet- 
ual maintenance (i.e. vege- 
tation clearing and growth 
control) of a 50 foot corridor 
will certainly adversely 
impact these extremely sen- 
sitive Zone 1 areas.” Hull 
concluded in the letter that 
the Lynnfield Lateral rout- 
ing through Wilmington as 
proposed is “simply unac- 
ceptable in light of potential 
impacts” and plans to seek 
authorization to issue corre- 
spondence to Kimberly 
Bose, Secretary of the 
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Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) and 
the Town’s state and federal 
legislative delegation oppos- 
ing the Lynnfield Lateral. 

In addition, Hull proposed 
that the Board authorize the 
Town to join the Northern 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Gas Pipeline Coalition. 

Attorney George A. 
McLaughlin, III a trial 
lawyer, has devoted much of 
his time working on cases of 
eminent domain, and spoke 
to the assembly. “These peo- 
ple [Kinder Morgan] are not 
your friend. They are your 
enemy. You need to make it 
as difficult as possible for 
them to go forward with this 
project” adding “I would 
throw every obstacle in their 
way.” 

Kinder Morgan will be 
hosting a number of Open 
Houses around the state 
starting later this month. 
The local open house will be 
February 17 from 6-8 PM at 
the Wyndam Hotel in 
Andover.

Bennett: “The Best Big Man in Eastern Mass”

STONEHAM - With 1:45 
left’ in the third quarter of 
Friday night's game, Connor 
Bennett stood planted on the 
right of the basket in the low 
post. He waited for an 
opportunity on a missed shot 
and when it happened, he 
grabbed the rebound, took a 
drop step back and dunked 
the. basketball. It was an 
awesome play by a kid who 
has turned himself into one 
of the best basketball play- 
ers in the state, and one of 
the best all-time in the histo- 
ry of this very proud pro- 
gram. 

“When Connor drop steps 
and dunks, he can domi- 
nate,” said. coach Joe 
Maiella. “Let me tell you 
something, Connor is our 
guy but he's the number one 
big man in Eastern Mass 
and I'm not blowing smoke 
with that statement. In the 
MIAA, Eastern Mass, he's 
the best big man. There's no 
doubt about it. He is off the 
charts right now and if our 
other guys play better, we're 
going to fight like heck to get 
into the state tournament.” 

Back on January 13th, 
Bennett ranked 10th in the 
éntire state in scoring with 
23.5 points per game accord- 
ing: to Masshoops.com. Since 
then-he has exploded for 39 
points against Watertown, 
and then with a 34-point, 20 
rebound performance in the 
team's 75-58 road victory 
over Stoneham on Friday 
night. That moved him to 
fourth place at 26.1 a game. 

If Bennett continues this 
pace he could reach the 1,000 
point plateau in his career 
which has only been done 
three other times at WHS. 

But to the 6-foot-9, 220- 
pound center, all of that is 
nice, but not as nice as con- 
tributing to the team's win, 
and to the team's mission of 
getting back on track, away 
from: the two and three win 
Seasons, and making some 
noise. 

“This is a huge booster for 
our morale,” he said after 
the win against Stoneham. 
“We showed our heart the 
whole game, we did not step 
back and we just kept push- 
ing; pushing and pushing. 
We didn't play well the other 
night. It wasn't for lack of 
effort, we just missed some 
shots and then we got down 
on ourselves. But out there 
tonight, once we got going, 
we kept pushing forward and 
we never looked back. You 
don't need to look back. We 
just need to get used to this 
feeling that we can win 
games, and even if we're 
down we have to keep push- 
ing because we're going to 
get up (on teams).” 

This is Bennett's third year 
With the varsity team and 
over his career he has 
improved drastically from 
where he was as a tenth 
grader. Part of his process 
was getting experience. But 
the other part was getting 
bigger and stronger, all the 
while getting more comfort- 
able: with the guys on the 
floor, who this year have 
done a much better job of 
getting him the ball as 
opposed to the previous two 
seasons. 

“We're running better 
plays (for me this year) of 
course (that's a big reason 
for-the success) but that's 
because our chemistry is 
there as a team,” Said 
Bennett. “All of us are work- 
ing:together and not by our- 
selves as individuals on our 
own games. We know where 
we-all are on every single 
play so we can run (offen- 
Sive) plays and our commu- 
nication is better. We just 
know where everyone is at 
all times.” 

After his sophomore year 
at. the high school, Bennett 


decided to forgo playing 
football and concentrate 
solely on basketball. During 
the summer of 2013, he took 
his game to the next level 
when he worked with former 
NBA player Robert Martin 
out of Waltham. Martin, who 
is 6-foot-8, 210 pounds, spent 
two years playing for the LA 
Clippers. 


Tuesday night’s games. 
Name 
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“(Martin) helped me 
tremendously with my 
entire game,” said Bennett. 
“He taught me how to be 
tough, and that part didn't 
hinder me anymore. He just 
taught me everything and 
I'm so grateful to him for 
everything he did for me and 
I'm so much better because 
of him. He helped with 
weight training and what I 
should be doing and when. I 
didn't see him this past sum- 
mer, but everything he 
taught me, all of the weight 
training he gave me I did on 
my own and with a few other 
teammates Ryan Horgan 
and Zach Abbott. All of us 
have gotten so much bigger 
and tougher. Last year I was 
200 pounds and this year I'm 
220. I remember sophomore 
year I was getting pushed 
around by all of the football 
players and now I can hold 
my ground and push them 
back.” 

Bennett certainly has had 
a lot of pressure on him - 
not only because’ the 
Wildcats have struggled to 
win the last few years, but 
because he's 6-foot-9. After 
all you are supposed to dom- 
inate when you are that big, 
right? Some guys haven't 
just ask Greg Kite or Eric 
Montross. You need things 
called work ethic and team- 
mates and Bennett believes 
he has both of those aspects. 

“I'm a captain so there's a 
lot riding on me,” he said. “I 
tried to do my best in the off- 
season along with some of 
my teammates working on 
our game every day possible 
and I think we're showing 
what we can do. If I was 
shorter, I'd be working on a 
different part of my game. 
It's not just my height, but 
because I'm tall (my team- 
mates) are using my height 
passing me the ball up high. 
That's going to continue to 
work and we just have to 
continue to do what works 
So if I was shorter, I think 
we would find something 
else that would work.” 

Right now Bennett is put- 
ting up the monster num 
bers mostly because _ his 
teammates are doing a 
much better job of finding 
him under the basket, and 
because his post-up moves 
are that much better. But on 
Friday night, the perform- 
ances of some of his team- 
mates, especially Zach 
Abbott, who ended with 20 
opened up Bennett. even 
more. 

“Abbott was huge especial- 
ly because of the foul trouble 
we were in and Matt Spurr 
being (sick),” said Bennett. 
“But Zach stepped up huge - 
when he started to hit shots

WILMINGTON- The 
Wilmington High School 
Girls Hockey team picked up 
its second win of the season 
with a hard-earned 5-2 non- 
league victory over 
Marblehead on Saturday 
held at Ristuccia Arena.

“Then we come back to 
win tonight against 
Stoneham after a tough loss 
to Watertown. Stoneham is 
tough, they beat Winchester, 
who has won six games in a 
row.

While Bennett was the 
story on the night with his 
34 points, 20 rebounds, 5 
blocks and three slam 
dunks, a huge story was the 
performance of senior Zach 
Abbott, who was tremen- 
dous all night long.

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OSCAR VOTERS GAVE BRADLEY COOPER HIS THIRD NOMINATION for Best Actor 
in three years for his role in “American Sniper.” At 84, Clint Eastwood has directed one of 
his most understated, fast-paced pictures. 


“AMERICAN SNIPER” 
AK 

Oscar voters gave Bradley 
Cooper his third nomination 
for Best Actor in three years 
for his role in “American 
Sniper” in recent weeks, and 
it’s hard to imagine there was 
ever any question in their 
minds whether he deserved 
the nod after seeing his power- 
ful performance. 

He has no long mono- 
logues, no overly emotional 
moments, no breakout scenes 
you see as clips during awards 
shows. But by the end, the 
bulked-up actor has fully 
inhabited the title character, a 
Navy SEAL who acquires the 
nickname “Legend” for his 
extraordinary success over 
four trips to Iraq. 

On display are Chris Kyle’s 
unshakable patriotism, his 
love for both the buddies he 
protects on patrols and the 
wife back home (Sienna 
Miller), who feels him slip- 
ping farther away with each 
tour of duty. 

When he’s in action, we see 
the calm, almost business-like 
way he goes about his job. 
When he’s back home, we can 
sense) his. fear that post-trau- 
matic,stress disorder might 
trigger destructive behavior: 
Cooper gives a complex per- 
formance as a relatively sim- 
ple man. 

-While nothing in the film 
breaks entirely new ground, 
the details of Kyle’s story 
make their impact. At 84, 
Clint Eastwood has directed 
one of his most understated, 
fast-paced pictures. 

*Hastwood moves us quickly 
through the buildup: Kyle’s 
first boyhood hunting trip with 
his dad, a paternal lecture 
that divides the world into 
sheep, wolves and protective 
sheepdogs - Kyle’s family 
being the latter, of course - 
and a stint as a second-rate 
rodeo competitor. Kyle finds 
his purpose by enlisting, mar- 
ries his soul mate and flies to 
Fallujah three days later, not 
long after the World Trade 
Center attacks. 

‘He immediately confronts 
a dilemma: He’s on a rooftop 
protecting Marines when a 
woman and child walk into the 
street below. She gives the boy 
something that looks like a 


mortar, and he approaches the 
soldiers. If Kyle has misread 
the situation and shoots the 
boy, his career is over. If he 
hesitates, and the boy delivers 
a fatal payload... 

The rest of the film shows 
how Kyle made choices like 
that over and over. And 
though it doesn’t go deeply 
into the psychological scars 
those choices must leave, 
every once in awhile you catch 
a glimpse of the turmoil 
behind his seemingly calm 
eyes. 

The story eventually 
becomes a duel between Kyle 
and an invented character, a 
Syrian sniper named Mustafa 
who won a gold medal for 
shooting at the Olympics. But 
we know that, whether or not 
Kyle wins the duel, he won’t 
be completely at peace when 
he touches down again at a 
US. airport. 

Eastwood creates a high 
degree of tension in nearly 
every war scene. The 84-year- 
old director brings great ener- 
gy to a sequence involving 
blinding dust clouds and a 
seemingly unreachable goal. 
Smaller moments also trans- 
fix, most involving Cooper 
behind the scope, each breath 
audible as Kyle assesses the 
danger factor of the Iraqis in 
his sights. 

Eastwood, through fore- 
shadowing, shows split-second 
decisions reverberating 
through months and years. In 
one scene, Kyle chats with a 
pregnant Taya, who is back in 
California, on his cellphone. 
He ditches the phone when a 
firefight erupts - just after she 
tells him they’re having a son. 
The cumulative effect of such 
firefights shows later, when he 


is at home on _ leave. 
Distracted, he’s not much help 
with their baby son. 


The acting has balance. 
Luke Grimes plays a dedicat- 
ed soldier who questions the 
need for the invasion; he and 
Miller counter Kyle’s dedica- 
tion with the suggestion that 
loss of American lives may 
not be worth the gain of a sta- 
ble Iraq. They’re not depicted 
as cowards or fools, just peo- 
ple with reservations. 


“American Sniper” does 


more than take us on the bat- 
tlefield. It takes us into Kyle’s

But, Rock also sends up 
the tendency for comics to 
attempt to crossover into 
drama with his alter-ego 
having just written, directed 
and starred in a big-budget 
flop about the Haitian Slave 
Uprising called UPRIZE, 
with clever sequences nail- 
ing the self-important vibe 
many stars-turned-directors 
take. 

As a comedy, TOP FIVE 
is one of the funniest movies 
of the year. himself the 
unwilling second man in an 
orgy alongside a crazed pro- 
moter played by Cedric The 
Entertainer. This could have 
been a really dangerous 
direction for Rock to take, 
as they may well have made 

TOP FIVE feels like a 
smash hit waiting to hap- 
pen. This is the movie we've 
been aching for Rock to 
make for years.

His idea started off as one man walk- 
ing and running around a track and spawned a movement that 
lives all over the world. 

Relay For Life started nearly 30 years ago in Tacoma, 
Washington with Dr. Klatt circling the track at the University 
of Puget Sound for 24 hours. He raised $27,000. As he circled, he 
envisioned teams participating in a 24-hour event to raise 
money for cancer. The next year, 19 teams participated and 
raised $33,000. 

Today, more than $5B has been raised to fight cancer. In 
addition, the American Cancer Society licenses 20 non-govern-

' For Life events to battle cancer across the globe.

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Remembering the January birthday 
of a "Major" friend at Stone Zoo 


Everybody in the area is familiar with the 
Walter D. Stone Memorial Zoo in Stoneham. 
It's impossible to speak of our local treasure 
without fond memories of everyone's favorite 
polar bear "Major", who was the "poster bear” 


’ that galvanized the surrounding communities 


to successfully fight for the reopening of the 
Stone Zoo after its brief closure in the early 
1990's. 

Who can ever forget that every January for 
many years, hundreds of Major's fans gathered 
to celebrate his birthday in grand style. Often 
very cold temperatures and snowy conditions 
did not deter huge crowds of staunch admirers 
from bestowing gifts and participating.in the 
wide variety of activities in his honor out doors 
around his exhibit area. All ages participated 
in creating and displaying birthday cards, 


. crafting ice sculptures, meeting costumed car- 


toon characters, story telling, face painting, 
making balloon creatures, playing animal 
bingo games, celebrity appearances, radio sta- 
tion giveaways and much more. The highlight 
of the party (besides the gigantic birthday 
cake for the guests) was always the excitement 
of watching "Major" dive into his icy pool to 
fetch his gift from the keepers — a hearty fish- 
sicle! Throngs of well wishers enthusiastically 
sang "Happy Birthday" as the grand finale to a 
fun family event coordinated by volunteers, 
staff, area businesses and the zoo supporters. 
"Major" was the star attraction since his 


arrival at the Stone Zoo in 1975. He weighed — 


about 900 pounds, stood over 8' tall and lived to 
be 33 years old -- the oldest known polar bear 
in captivity. He was put to sleep in June of 2000 
after a long bout with cancer. His presence at, 
the zoo is still greatly missed every day. 

The memory of "Major", as well as the his- 


tory of the Stone Zoo deserves to be kept alive. 
Upon his death, the National Coalition for 
Educational and Cultural Programs, Inc. 
(NCECP), a nonprofit agency and the 
Stoneham Savings Bank (now Salem Five) 
with support from Community Connection 
Yellow Pages based in Melrose, joined forces, to 
create the "Major, the Polar Bear 
Scholarship". The scholarship ensures that he 
is not forgotten and encourages higher educa- 
tion at the same time. Zoo visitors always 
learned so much from Major during his years 
at the Zoo. The NCECP has a long standing 
record of accomplishments in the areas of edu- 
cation, community service, the environment 
and involvement with the Stone Zoo. The first 
award of $500 was made in June of 2001 to a 
deserving student and has continued each year 
thereafter thanks to your support and has 
increased to $1000 annually.

The settlement cited data 
from 2009 to 2013 showing Five 
Star made 1,940 residential 
mortgage loans in the greater 
Rochester area, but only 10 to 
applicants from minority 
neighborhoods, and only five of 
those to African-Americans or 
Hispanics. Comparable banks 
issued mortgages "at a rate 
several times greater" in those 
neighborhoods, according to 
the agreement. 

The investigation of Five 
Star and parent company 
Financial Institutions Inc., 
begun in November 2012, found 
it created a map defining its 
lending area that excluded 
Rochester and all its predomi- 
nantly minority neighborhoods, 
according to the attorney gen- 
eral's office. In 2013, the bank 
expanded its lending area to 
include all of Monroe County, 
including Rochester. It is 
required to pay $150,000 for the 
cost of the investigation.

New York settles case with bank 
over discriminatory mortgages 


New York's attorney general has reached agreement with Five 
Star Bank requiring it stop excluding predominantly minority 
neighborhoods in the Rochester area from mortgage lending. 

Attorney General Eric Schneiderman said Sunday that an 
investigation showed the New York-chartered bank left those 
neighborhoods out of its lending area, deemed loans there "unde- 
sirable" and excluded borrowers seeking mortgages of $75,000 or 

_léss, effectively making many of its lending products unavailable 
there. 

"All New Yorkers, regardless of the color of their skin or the 
racial composition of their neighborhood, must be afforded an 
equal opportunity to obtain credit," Schneiderman said. Both fed- 
eral and state law prohibit discrimination in housing transactions 
ahd credit based on race or country of origin. 

The company said Sunday it cooperated with the inquiries and 
has remained committed to complying with federal and state fair 
lending laws 

Five Star has 49 branches across western New York with 19 in 
the Rochester area, but none in the city itself. It added the city to 
its lending area in 2013. It has also ended its minimum loan 
threshold. 

The agreement signed by bank officials Saturday requires 
opening two new branches in areas with at least 30 percent minor- 
ity population. One already has regulatory approval for 
Rochester's new CityGate development. 

The bank is also required to create a program providing 
$500,000 in discounts or subsidies on loans to residents of minori- 
ty neighborhoods in the metropolitan area and a program devot- 
ing $250,000 for advertising. 

- According to the U.S. Census, Rochester has more than 210,000 
residents, and more than 87,000 are African-American, while more 
than 34,000 are Hispanic. It is also one of the most segregated U.S. 
metropolitan areas, with minority residents concentrated near the

On the exterior, the richly 
windowed Metolius exhibits 
many of the classic features 
seen in the Prairie-style homes 
of the early 20th century.
